MacArthur 
May Oust 
British Writer 


Tokyo, June 13 (IP)— Maj. Gen. 


E. M. Almond, GENERAL MacAr- 
thur's chief o£ staff, said 
today 


"security" and not journalism was 
involved in headquarters criticism 
of a London Times correspondent, 
Frank Hawley. 


Hawloy informed other news cor- 


respondents he was told Mac Ar- 
thur's headquarters c o n s i dercd 
him "persna non grata" (unac- 
ceptable). 


Under existing regulations 
any 


foreign corespondent 
may 
be 


banned from Japan by MacArthur 
for violation of security. But only 
the secretary of defense can oust 
American newsmen for cause. 


The British newsmen has 
not 


been ordered out of Japan nor has 
his filing privilege been denied. 


In a statement released through 


the public information office 
of 


MacArthur's headquar t e r s , Al- 
mond denied "as completely mis- 
leading and m i s r epresentative" 
statements which Hawley attribut- 
ed to him when Hawley discussed 
the case with other correspondents. 


Almond was quoted by the pub- 


lic information officer, Col. M. P. 
Echols, as saying "the conference 
with Mr. Hawley was not based 
upon criticism by him of the oc- 
cupation but was directed entirely 
at the inaccuracy of 
statements 


contained in his dispatch of a na- 
ture tending to aid, support and 
encourage subversive c 1 e m e nts 
among the Japanese. The ques- 
tion involved was one of security 
not journalism." 


This was Almond's 
first direct 


comment on the case which 
be- 


gan on June 8 when Hawley said 
the British amabassador was in- 
formed headquarters con c i d ered 
Hawloy "persona non grata." 


Hawley, in describing his confer- 


ence with Almond, said the ehie-s 
of staff had specifically mentioned 
as inaccuracies one part of a story 
which said the Japanese govern- 
ment was violating the constitu - 
tion in banning d e m o nstrations. 
Hawk-y said this opinion was sup- 
ported by Japanese constitutional 
lawyers.

The bill, which would keep alive 


the last of the 
major 
wartime 


controls, on approximately 8,000,- 
000 dwelling units, mostly in 
big 


cities, would work like this: 


1. The federal rent control 
au- 


thority, due to expire J u n e 30, 
would continue for a year. 


2. But the controls would cease 


automatically in six 
months, on 


December 31 in all communities 
that before that date did not de- 
cide affirmatively, through a vote 
of the local governing body or 
a 


referendum of the citizens, to con- 
tinue the rent ceilings on to June 
30, 1951. 


3. Any community would vote it- 


self out from under controls 
any 


time before December 31. No com- 
munity could restore controls after 
they were lifted. 


House Speaker Rayburn (D-ex) 


told President Truman he is con- 
fident the house will pass the bill, 
he administration had asked for 
a straight extension of the present 
law, but banking committee Chair- 
man Spence (D-Ky), a strong ad- 
ministration supporter, s a i d the 
compromise local option bill "in 
my opinion is the best we can get 
through the house."

A strike today halted publication 


of the New York World:Telegram 
nad Sun large evening daily news- 
paper. 


Television scheduled of the Col* 


umbia Broadcasting system were 
altered by a walkout of 400 tech- 
nicians In New York and Holly- 
wood Monday night. 


The milk strikes in Washington, 


D. C., and Pittsburgh, Pa., con- 
tinued with stale police p a t rols 
ranging a seven coOnty area in 
western Pennsylvania after 
milk- 


dumpings were reported. 


At Morristown, Tcnn., stale po- 


lice considered allowing pickets to 
return to the vicinity of the Amer- 
ican Enka Corp. plant, scene of a 
violence-punctuated 11-week strike 
by CIO Textile workers. 


These were the principal devel- 


opments on the nation's s t r i k e 
fronts. 


The strike against the World-Tel- 


egram and Sun, one at New York's 
largest evening papers with a 
ported circulation of 600,000, 
was 


called by the CIO American news 
paper guild in a wage dispute. 


Nearly 400 editorial and 
office 


employes launched the strike 
at 4:30 a. m. (EST) and set up a 
picket line which AFL 
printers 


refused to cross. The paper rnissec 
its first edition and officials said 
they doubted they could publish. 


The union has demanded a 1 


per cent wage increase, with mini 
mums to range from $40 a woe 
for office boys to,,$120 for news 
men with six years' 
experience 


The present top is $110. The Worl 
Telegram and Sun offered genera 
increases of from $2 to $5 wcekl 
and increases of $1 to $3.50 in min 
imum scales to make the top mil 
imum $113.50 weekly. 


Other issues were involved, in 


eluding shorter work weeks, sccu 
rity, union preference in hiring, ai 
bitration of staff reductions, night 
differentials and holidays. 


The strike affecting CBS televi- 


sion shows caused 
substitutions 


last night for six scheduled pro- 
grams, including two leading fea- 
tures, "The Goldbergs," and "Stu- 
dio One."

ceeded by justice with d i f f (-rent 
views, then some future d e y ision 
might bo different. 


But these present justices seem 


healthy enough toE live 
good 


while and none of the n i n e lias 
shown any indication of resigning 
Uis lifetime1 job on the court which 
pays $25,000 a jt'ar. 


So, it would seem, the most the 


oilier states could do is to Jel^y 
following 
the- decision laid down 


for Texas. Some years might be 
used up in doing that, because of 
the court fights. 


Such delays in other fields have 


happened many times. 


But you can be sun; Negroes will

You could get better than ha?f that 
on government bonds without risk 
or the expense of the federal li- 
cense and the corruption of faith- 
less public officers. He knew guys 
who could change the pay-back in 
a few minutes. You take off the 
back panel and there is a screw 
there that you turn. 
Then you 


tighten that little spring and you 
didn't have to pay back anything 
if you didn't want to. 


Mr. Jennings grew sentimental, 


reflection on the peril to the edifice 
of his career.

didn't exist. But the

has 


come now when machines can do 
what they wanted to do. Machines 
can make change and sell at odd 
prices."

dence, Ky., down below Evansville, 
Ind., and came to Chicago on a 
$5, round-trip excursion. When 
In 


the nineteenth century. 
He 
had 


heard that he could ride 22 miles 
on the Halstead street cars for a 
nickel. This was too good a bargain 
to neglect. When he went 
home, 


he told his mother he was going 
to Chicago for good. He had seen 
plenty of people on that car-ride 
who were no smarter than he was 
and was confident that he could 
make his fortune in Chicago.
